TAX REDUCTION 
GREATEST NEED 


Republican Leader Says 
It Would Be Unwise To 
Debate Plan and Forget 
Needed Legislation. 


Swampscott, Mass, July 20.— 
Charles Curtis, the old chieftain of 
the senate republican tribe, has pro- 
nounced sentence of death by silence 
upon the plan of Vice President 
Charles G. Dawes to keep senators 
from talking legislation to death. 

Curtis’ reason is’ paradoxical. If 
the Dawes plan to limit senate de- 
bate comes up for action there will be 
prolonged and almost endless debate 
against it from indignant senators, 
and the important business of enact- 
ing much-needed legislation will fall 
‘neglected by the wayside. 

The senate will be too busy slashing 
federal taxes, reorganizing the govern- 
ment departments to eliminate dup- 
lieation of effort and unecessary ex- 
‘penses, and- making laws to encourage 
and help cooperative marketing for 
farmers, These are matters of great 
moment, Curtis thinks -and with a 
view to getting action on them, he 
came Monday to the white house and 
opened a broadside on the vice presi- 
dent's much discussed cloture pro- 
posal. 


Action Declared Unwise. 

“It would be unfortunate to allow 
senate rules to be discussed,” said Cur- 
tis. “It would be unwise, too.” 

Curtis made this statement where 
it would be most effective, on the 
broad shady lawn of the summer white 
house, almost under the window of 
President Coolidge’s work room in a 
talk with newspaper men. 

Senator Curtis is to stay here for 
two days as a house guest of the 
president and the administration pro- 
gram for the session of congress open- 
ing next December will be mapped 
out in the gourse of several confer- 
ences, e 
The Kansas senator is i thinking 
about a special session of congress to 
take up the. serious anthracite coal 
question and farm relief legislation. 

“That bridge will be crossed when 
we come to it,” he said, indieating 
that the situation was not considered 
as serious as that at this time. 


Tax reduction will be the central 
object of congress, Curtis said. He 
think a $300,000,000 reduction is a 
certainty and that it mgy be possible 
to increase the cut to $500,000,000 if 
congress adopts the departmental re- 
organization plan which President 
Coolidge plans to emphasize in; the 
legislative program. 

Because of this latter possibility, 
Curtis will place before his~ steering 
committee a plan to rush the reor- 
ganization bill through before taking 
up the tax reduction. If it goes 
through, the reduction can be made 
larger.

Jones 
is now under sentence-of 10 years 
After being convicted on charges of 
forgery, and there are three other 
charges against him in that state also, 

it was learned. 
“While Jones was a prisoitny he 
eu) another prisoner, E. M. Biubry, 
held on a misdemeanor charge; that 
the present chief of police of Sidiaen 
ville, Texas, was wanted for the mur- 
der of Chief Hannah,” Mr Hayat 
said. “He asked Bilbry to communi- 
cate with Whitfield county officials 
for a description of the man. 


| “Bilbry did. The letters were harete | 
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over to me, and I left immediately 
for Texas. After investigating, I

A. W. Frye, supreme commander of 
the Maccabees, declared tonight, hold- 
ing that “the 10,000,000 members of 
fraternal orders in America are living 
proofs that brethren can dwell to- 
gether in unity despite varying be- 
liefs.”’ 

Addressing a class of 6,000 initi- 
ates,. including 1,000 women at the 
Maccabee quadrennial convention, Mr. 
I'rye said that “whatever beliefs may

Dayton, Tenn., July 20.—Sagging 
of the courtroom floor and the appear- 
ance of dangerous cracks in the dld 
building caused Judge Raulston to 
transfer the Scopes -trial outdoors to 
the courthouse lawn Monday. 


With this change to the ®pen-air 
setting came also a change in the tone 
of the trial, which quickly lost the 
sterner aspects of a law suit and took 
on the formal air of a chautauqua de- 
bate, with the two headliners running 
wild over all laws of procedure and 
evidence and the throng of spectators 
breaking in with applause and cheer- 
ing repeatedly. © 

The absence of the jury helped to 
deprive the spectacle of any judicial 
semblance. The judge, the counsel 
and the defendant, Scopes, sat on a 
rough plank platform built for revival 
services before the trial. The specta- 
tors squirmed on board seats ‘without 
any backs, and many stood or sat on 
the grass at the rear. Children hoy- 
ered on the outskirts nibbling at ice 
cream cones. Pop venders labored to 
quench the general thirst. 


Couldn’t Drive Crowd Out. 


Some spectators sat in the court- 
house windows and a dozen pairs of 
heels dangled from the second-floor 
ledges. Plank tables were set up for 
the counsel and reporters. An old 
table was brought out for the judge's 
bench. With the pitcher of water at 
the judge's elbow, the scene resembled 
that on_any chautauqua platform 
more than that of a courtroom. De- 


brick jail across the lawn. 

The court had the benefit of the 
afternoon shade Monday, but Tues- 
day morning there will be no escaping 
the forenoon sun.

Must Not Be Above Law.

“He who would hurl contempt into 
the records of my court insults and 
outrages the good people of one of 
the greatest states of the union—a 
state which, on account of its loyalty, 
has justly won for itself the title of 
the Volunteer state.

Only for Legal Reason, 
Defense Lawyer Claims 


Dayton. Tenn, July 20.—(?)—“The 
defense does not want the public to 
think that it placed Mr. Bryan on 
the stand for any other than a legal 
reason,” said Arthur Garfield Hays. 
of counsel for the defense in the 
Scopes case, in a statement tonight. 

“It is, of course, our main conten- 
tion,” he said, “that this law is un- 
constituticnal. We further contend 
that it is indefinite: There is no word 
referring to a literal acceptance of the 
Bible. There is no necessary eonflict 
between the Bible and any science, 
unless one accepts the Bible as the 
work of science. : 

“We intended to call _ Biblical 
scholars to testify as to what the Bible 
is and what it means, and to show 
that no man of intelligence accepts 
every word literally. Mr. Bryan is 
a Biblical scholar. He has already 
stated that the Bible need. mot be 
taken literally. For instanee, that 
this world may he ages old, even ac- 
cording to the Bible. The jury, we 
claim, is entitled to such statements 
from Biblical scholars. For what the 
Bible means, far from being a simple, 
unambiguous question, js a matter 
over which men have differed for 
centuries.”

Approval of an editorial in Sun- 
day’s Constitution in regard to pas- 
sege of an automobile title law simi- 


Nar to the one now in effect in the 


state of Colorado, was expressed by 
C. V. Hohenstein, executive secretary 
on behalf of the Atlanta Automobile 
association, in a letter received Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Hohenstein pointed out that 
this association, which is composed of 
nearly 200 leading automobile deal- 
ers, in every automotive trade line in 
Atlanta and vicinity, is the mouth- 
piece for the industry and that its 
statements represent the opinions of 
dealers throughout the state. 

The law in question concerns the 
registering of the ownership of auto- 
mobiles to eliminate selling of stolen 
ears in the state. It was introduced 
in the house by Representative Cliff 
Hatcher, of Burke. county, and is 


i based on the present Jaw now in force 


in-the state of Colorado, although it 
designed to be effective with the 
minimum of red tape. 

Operation of Law. 


Its operation as outlined by 
Hohenstein is as follows: 

The measure would require the 
owner to register the car, securing the 
tag and title certificates at the same 
time by using. the same blank form. 
The certificate is issued and is good 
for the life of the car so long as it is 
held by the original applicant. When 
the car is sold, the certificate is trans-

“Vor the past two years,” Mr. Ho- 
henstein stated, “‘we have advocated 
and sponsored the uniform title law 
already adopted by 27 states, as we 
feel convinced it will destroy the mar- 
ket of the thief, feeling if’ his market 
is destroyed his incentive to steal 
will be removed. At the present ses- 
sion of the legislature we are advo- 
caing house bill No. 446, introduced 
by Hon. Cliff Hatcher, of Burke coun- 
ty. This bill embodies the principle 
of the title law in force in 27 states 
and will afford maximum protection 
to the automobile owner in Georgia 
without any cumbersome machinery, 
with little inconvenience, considering 
the protection acquired through the 
medium of strong centralized records 
in the motor vehicle commissioner's 
office at the state capitol. Under the 
proposed measure, after all cars are 
properly titled,’ it will be practically 
impossible for a thief to sell a car in 
Georgia.’ 

Small Additional Expense. 

The additional expense necessary is 
figured at $15,000 to $20,000, but 
this is considered negligible in com- 
parison with the vast amount that 
will be. saved dealers and owners in 
the state.

As to the president’s personal accom- 
plishments, he has the general educa- 
tion of every German officer, which 
is a thorough grounding in languages, 
mathematics and even the elassies. In 
some matters he is even of outstand- 
ing qualities. That is as a strategist. 
Personally, we believe he is far su- 
perior to General Foch of France for 
instance, Hindenburg was alone 
gainst the best brains of: the allied 
war schools and the fact remains that 
his troops marched from the battlefield 
undefeated and with Jaurels on their 
rifles. That his army was _ subse- 
quently disarmed was not a result of 
a smashing victory in the field. Presi- 
dent Hindenburg is indeed a man of 
education and culture, in spite of the 
fact that he is a professional soldier,

This lack of provision by the state ts 
so cruel to some of its citizens and is so 
neglectful in a state boasting of prosperity. 
that some of us wonder whether we live 
in an era of civilization or not. Such goy- 
ernment arouses contempt, and, sad is the 
plight of a state whose citizens fail to re- 
spect It.

OUR OCCULT POSSESSIONS. 

Most of us assume we are pretty 
sound, maybe a few minor functional |

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GRADE CROSSING 
BILL 1S ADOPTED 


By the narrow margin of two votes, 
the final count showing 106 for the 
measure to 63.against, the bill re- 
quiring every motorist to bring his ear 
to a stop before crossing railroad 
grade crossings was passed by the 
house Monday. The vote came after 
a long and bitter fight on the floor, 
which consumed the entire time of the 
house Friday and Monday. 

When the house reconvenes this 
morning at 10. o'clock, the bill‘ to 


amend the child labor laws of the 
state will come up as a special order 
of business, having been postponed 
until today when it first reached the 
floor last Friday. This measure was 
prepared by Hal M. Stanley, commis- 
sioner of commerce and labor, and has 
the indorsement of the Georgia Cotton 
Manufacturers’ association and va- 
rious Jabor organizations. While it 
is not one of the original bills of the 
children’s code commission, it has 
been approved by that body and in- 
cluded in the list of bills which 
vocates for passage. 

The measure provides that children 
under 14 shall not work in certain 
specified occupations, but agriculture 
and domestie service are specifically 
excluded from the occupations banned. 
It also provides that. children under 
16 shall not work between the hours 
of 7 p. m. and 6 a. m. It provides 
for a system of registration and cer- 
tification under direction of the com- 
missioner of ‘commerce and _ labor, 
which is designed to prevent violations 
of the law. 

To Designate Crossings. 

The grade crossing stop bill passed 
Monday provides that authorities in 
each county shall designate all railway 
grade crossings as safe or unsafe. It 
will then beconfe the duty of the rail- 
ways to erect proper warning signs. 
Crossings designated as unsafe may 
not be crossed until motorists have 
first come to.a full stop. Failure to 
observe the law would constitute a 
misdemeanor, but it is expressly stated 
in the bill that such failure would not 
constitute evidence ‘of contributory 
negligence per se.in case of suit for 
recovery of damages from railroads. 

Immediately after passage of the 
bill, Representative Hyman, of Wash- 
ington, moved that it be immediately 
transmitted to the senate, which action 
would result in shutting off any 
chanee for reconsideration by the 
house. Representative Lindsay, of 
DeKalb, however, moved for the ayes 
and nays on the motion to transmit. 
This was lost, but before the motion 
to transmit could itself be put, a mo- 
tion to adjourn was carried and the 
house ended its business for the day. 

Debate on the measure grew heated 
at times, opponents of the bill arguing 
that it would simply result in crea- 
tion of.a “new crime” measure which 
would be largely unenforceable, and 
that it was a bill backed by ‘“‘railroad 
interests’ who sought to lessen their 
own liability in case of accidents. 

To Reduce Accidents. 


On the other hand, supporters of 
the measure pleaded for its enactment 


as a bill to reduce loss of human life. 


in grade crossing accidents. Repre- 
sentative Barrett, of Stephens, de- 
clared that were he driving his own 
automobile, he wouid aiways “stop, 
look and listen” at grade crossings, 
and he wanted a law that would make 
the other fellow do likewise when he 
was riding with that “other fellow” 
at the wheel.

New York, July 20.—At this mo- 
ment when forecasts of crops are play- 
ing so important a part in our imme- 
diate business prospects and _ plans, 
many assertions about the world’s 
wheat crop are being made. One of 
them is that the wheat crop of the 
world as a whole will be very large 
and the other is that our own winter 
wheat crop will be below normal. 
Now ‘we know how the figures of 
our own wheat crop are arrived at 
through the machinery of the depart- 
ment ‘ot agriculture. But how do we 
get the estimates of the wheat crop 
of the world? Those immediately 
connected with the business know that 
it comes from Rome. And why from 
Rome? And what is this world wheat 
crop estimate from Rome worth? 
The estimates eome from Rome 
from the international institute of 
agriculture. What I am writing here 
is prompted by a letter from a reader 
who asks me what this institute at 
Rome is. We frequently see brief 
dispatches in print giving its reports. 
This is an institute established and 
maintained by a large number of na- 
tions, including the United States, as 
a clearing house for information about 
world crops and for the study of ag- 
ricultural problems generally. It 
was suggested by an American, but 
was established in Italy because the 
Italian king was the first to see its 
value and the building in which it 
funetions was erected with funds con- 
tributed out of the private funds of 
Victor Emanuel ITI. The land was 
donated by the municipality of Rome. 
The institutesis managed by an as- 
sembly made up from delegates from 
the various countries interested. Its 
reports are quite complete so far as 
the extent of territory covered is con- 
cerned. The countries belonging to 
it are spread out over about 95 per 
cent of the earth’s inhabited area. 
Now, then; of what. value are its 
reports? Unfortunately they are just 
good guesses so far as the world-at- 
large is eoncerned. First of all, while 
the institute assembles all informa- 
tion available about area planted and

This 
theory seems far-fetched but at a 
time when the freaks of evolution are 
a subject of nation-wide discussion it 
has an appeal for the imagination 
which should not be overlooked in 
considering its effect upon a summer 
cotten market that is also swayed by 
the imagination.

STATE PSYCHIATRIST.

Establishment of a psychiatric de- 


partment of the state prison system of 
Georgia was urged before the house 
committee on penitentiaries Monday 
afternoon by Dr. George K. Pratt, of 
New York. assistant medical director 
of the national committee on mental 
hygiene.
